Meeting today to work out a new 
‘compromise provision, the con- 
'ferees decided upon a form of lan- 
guage which would leave the flex- 
ble tariff-making powers of the 
President substantially as they are 
‘in existing law. 

Like the previous 
the new flexible section throws 
| overboard the provision of the 
‘Senate bill, which sought to take 
‘away the right of the President to 
| change rates and to make (@ngress 
‘again. as it was prior to 1922, the 
‘sole arbiter. 
| The new provision leaves this 
/power with the President. It dif- 
‘fers from existing law. however, 
‘in that the President must either 
accept or reject the finding of the 
Tariff Commission, whereas at 
present he is free to accept it with 
his own modifications. 

For example, the Tariff Commis- 
sion. under present law, might rec- 
ommend a 50 per cent increase and 
the President might cut it to 40 
per cent. Under the section as it 
now stands, he would have to ac- 
cept or reject the 50 per cent in- 


crease. 
The new provision cuts the 60- 
day limit fixed by the previous 
compromise, thereby giving the 
President the same right that he 
has under the present law to accept 
on a recommendation in his own 
time or to poeket_it indefinitely, as 
President Coolidge did with ine fa- 
mous sugar tariff report of 1924. 
In brief. the section 4s it now 
stands curtails the power that the 
first com promise gave to the Tariff 
Commission, but adds to the power 
of the President.

100 PLANES FLY OVER CHICAGO 


Preparing for the National Air 
Races. 
CHICAGO, May 29.—One hun- 


dred privately owned planes, trans- 
port ships, bombers, fast sport 
models and other varieties *of air 
craft, circled the loop district, 
dipped in salute and sailed to the 
Curtiss-Reynolds Airport at Glen- 
view, north of the city yesterday. 
The fleet was the largest ever to 
be in the air over (Chicago.

KIDNAPING INSURANCE 
SOLD IN KANSAS CITY 


Policies Bought by Several Men as 
the Result of Recent 
Extortiong 
By the Associated Prese. : 
KANSAS ¢iTY, Mo.., May 293.— 
Recent kidnapings and extortions 
here have resulted in the saie of 
insurance policies to several aibies’ 
City men, protecting them against | 

victimization. 

The insurance against kidnaping 
is thought to be the first sold in 
the United States. It is offered by 
a London company through Cliff 
Jones, a Kansas City agent. A pre- 
miufn of 1 per cent is charged for 
a maximum policy of $60,000. 
Jones said he had obtained the in- 
surance at considerable cost to sat- 
isfy an expressed demand. A clause 
of the policy requires the insured 
person to maintain secrecy of his 
ownership. Each purchaser also 
must sign a statement saying he 
has no reason to believe he will be 
kidnaped. 

In the best known of recent Kan- 
sas City kidnapings, Michael Katz, 
millionaire druggist, paid $100,000 
ransom to a band of extortionists 
who held him captive for moge 
than 24 hours. Two arrests were

The 
executors, with the settlement of 
the estate, become trustees and 
have discretionary right to defer 
the final payments. Richard Me- 
Culloch, under the will, if he out- 
lives Mrs. McCulloch, will receive 
$12.000 a year until the youngest 
child is 25, which would be in 1938, 
and thereafter $6000 a year.

Constitutional Point Raised. 

The clause designed to deprive 
the Senate of the power to confirm 
or reject the commissioners, was 
attacked on the floor of the House 
as a violatien of the letter and 
spirit of the constitution. 

Representative La Guardia 
(Prog.-Rep.), New York, charged 
that it had been inserted “because 
the supporters of the bill know 
that the Senate is acquainted with 
those who compose the power 
trust.” 

Might Abandon Fertilizer Plan. 

Although the bill supposedly 
aims primarily at the manufacture 
of cheap fertilizer, its sponsors ad- 
mitted, in reply to questions from 
the floor, that a lease might result 
in the manufacture of no fertilizer. 
It is generally realized that the 
greatest possibilities of the prop- 
erty are in the development. of 
cheap electric power. 

Under the Norris plan, adoptee 
by the Senate, the Government 
es have generated power and 
sold it at cost to cities, towns, 
farm co-operatives and other pub- 
lic and semipublic agencies 
throughout six states.

A MORE ARRESTED (==

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SENATE 10 VOTE 
MONDAY ON VETO 
OF PENSION BLL 


Question of Overriding the 
President to Come on Ac- 
tion on Senator Connal- 
ly’s Resolution. 


By the Associated Press. , 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—Chair- 


man Knutson of the House Pensions 
Committee said today President 
Hoover had expressed approval of 
a substitute Spanish-American War 
veterans’ pension pill for that ve- 
toed yesterday. After conferring 
with the President, he said the new 
bill would be offered in both 


houses. | 

Mr. Hoover based his veto of the 
original bill on ‘contentions that it 
reversed established principles upon 
which the governmental pension 
system was established. 

A movement was started by 
Senator Connally Dem.), Texas, to 
override the veto. Knutson said 
the substitute eliminated the fea- 
tures objected to by the President. 
Chairman Robinson of the Sen- 
ate Pensions Committee said he 
hoped action on Connally’s motion 
would be deferred until his group 
decided what steps to take. He 
also was counting on the new Dill 
to meet the President’s objections. 
With a number of Senators absent, 
Senator Connally indicated he 
would wait until Monday to ask a 
Senate vote to override the veto 
and the Senate agreed to vote at 3 
p. m., Monday, on whether to over- 
ride the veto. 

Text of Message. 

The veto message follows: : 

“Tl am returning this bill without 
approval. The Dill establishes a 
new basis for pensions of Spanish 
War veterans. I am in favor of 
proper discharge of the national 
obligation to men who have served 
in war, who have become disabled 
and are in need. But certain prin- 
ciples are included in this legisla- 
tion which J deem are opposed to 
the interest both of war veterans 
and of the public. My major ob- 
jections to this bill are these: 

“1. In the whole of our pension 
legislation over past years we have 
excluded from such national award 
persons whose disabilities arise 
from ‘vicious habits.’ This bill 
breaks down that exclusion and 
opens the door for claims of dis- 
ability incurred at any time in the 
life of the pensioner arising from 
venereal diseases, alcoholism, drug 
habits, etc. Certainly such claims 
for public health cannot be fairly 
based upon sacrifice to the nation 
in war and must be oposed to na- 
tional policy. we 

Change in Time Basis. 
“2. This legislation lowers the 
minimum service period from 90 
days to 70 days for non-service 
connected disability pensions. 
“Under other provisions of law, 
men who served only one day and 
during that day suffered injury or 
impaired health became eligible 
for pensions. This law, however, 
provides that if a man should in- 
cur any disability at any time in 
his life he may claim pension with 
only 70 days of service. The 90- 
day minimum service has been 
maintained against the Civil War 
veterans all these years because 
less service than this was not con- 
sidered to imply personal danger 
or risk which warranted pénsions. 
If injury or impaired ‘health inci- 
dent to service is clearly proven, 
other laws cover such cases. 
“3. It seems to me that in the 
interest of justice to the taxpaxer 
and to maintain the fine body of 
citizens comprised in our war vet. 
erans free from stigma of en- 
croachment upon the public treas.- 
ury, there should be a requvire- 
ment of ‘need’ as well as disabil- 
ity as a basis for these pensions. 

Spirit of Pension System. 

“It is to me the height of injus- 
tice that citizens who are less well 
placed should be called upon to 
Support from taxes those whose 
station in life enables them to sup- 
port themselves or to live in in.- 
dependent security. The ‘whole 
spirit of the pension system is that 
of a grateful nation rising to the 
Support of those who have served 
in war, were injured, or who have 
met with legitimate difficulties in 
after life which impose privation 
upon them. 

“While many veterans may re- 
fuse to accept such pensions when 
they can get along otherwise, yet 
the cases of selfishness are bound 
to cause a constant irritation of 
feeling against a pension system 
that permits these unmerited and 
unnecessary payments.”

Judge Reeves set June 16 fora 
hearing to determine whether the 
temporary injunction shall be made 
permanent. That hearing will be 
before three Federa! District Court 
judges. 

Robert J.° Folonie, Chicago, at- 
torney, filed application for the 
temporary restraining order in 
Federal District Court here late 
yesterday, after he had filed in- 
junction proceedings against the 
two State officials earlier fn the 
day in the United States District 
Court at Jefferson City. 

Judge Reeves requested each in- 
surance company represented to 
furnish $1000 surety bond to pro- 
tect the Insured persons against any 
loss the proposed rate increase may 
cost them pending the outcome of 
the hearing for a permanent in- 
junction. 
Judge Reeves said the temporary 
order would render the action of 
Thompson in denying .the com- 
panies’ application for increased 
rates ineffective, that, under the 
order, the companies were author- 
ized to put the proposed rate in- 
crease into effect June 1, and, he 
asserted, it would hold until the 
tribunal of three Judges determines 
June 16 whether the injunction 
shall be made permanent. If the 
decision sliould go against the in- 
surance companies, Judge Reeves 
said, they must refund to policy 
purchasers during the temporary 
injunction period the difference be- 
tween the increased rate of their 
fire insurance policies and the old 
rate. 

By the Associated Press. 
‘JEFFERSON CITY, May 29.— 
Joseph B. Thompsen, State Super- 
intendent of Insurance, last night 
announced the denial of the ap- 
plication of 219 stock fire insur- 
ance companies for an increase of 
16 2-3. per cent in rates which was 
filed Dec. 30, 1929. Thompson said 
the decision was reached late yes- 
terday but deferred making a state- 
meént. 

The rate increase denial was 
made before Thompson was served 
with papers in injunction proceed- 
ings filed in United States District 
Court here yesterday by 157 of the 
comparies in an effort to prevent 
the interference of the State In- 
surance Department in the rate in- 
crease application. Robert J. 
Folonie, Chicago, general counsel 
for the insurance companies, left 
for Kan City immediately after 
filing the suit without conferring | 
with insurance department offi- 
cials. At Kansas City Folonie 
asked Federal Judge Reeves for a 
temporary injunction. 

Companies’ Action a Surprise. 
The insurance companies’ action 
came a@s a surprise to the State of- 
ficials as the increase has been held 
in abeyance, by agreement between 
the insurance department and the 
219 companies that applied for the 
increase pending a thorough inves- 
tigation of the companies’ conten- 
tion that the higher rate was 
necessary as they lost money in 
Missouri during the five-year -pe- 
ri6d from 1924 to 1928. The rates 
have been suspended from month 
to month and the last suspension 
runs until June 1. 

The suits by the companies ask 
there be no interference with the 
rates gding inte effect after that 
time and the Superintendent of In- 
surance and Attorney-General be

The action also came as the com- 
panies started making refunds of 
the approximate $10,000,090 in ex- 
cess premiums gollected during the 
eight years of litigation by- the 
companies in their unsuccessful 
efforts to block the 10 per cent 
rate cut ordered in November.

Booth Tarkington, Blind — 
3 Years, Sees Once More 


Could Not 


Novelist Says He Notices Most the Ugly 
Things He Had Forgotten When He 


See Therm. 


Special to the Post-Dispa‘ch. 
BOSTON, May 29.—As if a man 


should come back from the grave 
and comment upon the world as 
he found it again compared with 
his memory of it before he died, 
Booth Tarkington the novelist in 
a brief stop here yesterday told 
how he found life on recovering his 
sight after three years of blindness. 

There was a certain sadness in 
his discovery—the women are not 
sO,beautiful as he had come to be- 
lieve all women to be, and the 
carelessness of our people about 
ugly neglect shocked his new- 
born eyes. 

There was a real thrill in his 
arrival in Boston, as compared 
with his coming last summer. Then 
he had to be guided and even as- 
sisted across the hotel lobby; yes- 
terday he walked briskly in and 
registered. 

He lost his sight three years ago, 
and for a time it seemed that he 
must be permanently blind. Eight- 
een months ago, at Johns Hopkins 
Clinic, the first of two extremely 
delicate operations was performed. 

Lovers of Booth Tarkington’s 
work, and the army of friends of 
Penrod, his most famous creation, 
waited week by week for news of 
him. When it came, it was good; 
the operation was a success—only a 
long wait was necessary before .the 
second operation. 

This was performed a month ago. 
After it, he found that he had 
complete use of one eye, though 
the other remained almost totally 
blind. . 

“But,” said Tarkington gravely. 
almost as if giving thanks, “my 
vision is restored enough for prac- 
tical purposes.”’

you remembered them?” he was 
asked. “I certainiy do not,” said 
Tarkington. “Blind people, you 
know, throw about the world they 
cannot see, even if they can re- 
member it, a sort of glamour that 
is most unreal. Beautiful things 
remembered they see in heightened 
beauty; dawns are ecstatic, sunsets 
glorious, and the sea and the hills 
are emotional experiences. 

“In the same way, the ugly 
things are all forgotten as one for- 
gets sharp pains of past experience. 
And so it is that the soft voices 
that he knows as women, by sug- 
gestion from one sense to the im- 
agination that is all that is left of 
another, come to mean that all 
women are marvelously beautiful.‘ 

“The most striking thing that has 
happened to me since I got back 
my sight is the way I am constant- 
ly picking out the ugly things I 
had forgotten about in three years. 
On my way over from New York I 
looked upon such things as rubbish 
heaps beside the railroad tracks 
with amazement. The women I 
meet after three years of seeing no 
women, I find are disappointing. I 
supposed, somehow, that they 
would all look like the angels that 
most of them undoubtedly are. 
They do not look so yet. but I sup- 
pose I shall be less critical after a 
while.” 

Blindness did not stop Tarking- 
ton’s work, though it changed his 
method. He discovered that he 
could save himself the drudgery of 
18 to 20 hours a day long-hand 
writing, and could lie down and dic- 
tate to a stenographer. He will 
continue this method, even with his 
sight restored. And has, indeed, 
just finished a new novel.

Using Carbon Dioxide.

OTTAWA, May 23.—How artifi- 
cial silk ean be produced from 
water and carbon dioxide gas was 
described before the annual Cana- 
dian chemical convention Monday. 
Dr. Harold Hibbert of Montreal, 
who carried further the expert-

ON TREATY EXPECTED 


Officer Says Concessions to 
Japan Partly Surrender 
U. S. Sovereignty Over 
Philippines. 


By the Associated Press. 


mittee hearings on the London Na- 
val treaty ended today. After one 
more naval officer had objected to 
the pact before the Senate Naval 
Committee, Chairman Hale re- 
cessed the committee indefinitely. 
The Foreign Relations Committee 
concluded its hearings yesterday 
and a favorable repert Is in prep- 
aration. 

The only witness today was Rear 
Admiral 8S. 8S. Robis&h, supenin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, who said concessions 
made to Japan under the treaty 
amounted toa partial surrender of 
American sovereignty over the 
Philippines. 

“Practically, we hold the Philip- 
pines on sufferance in view of these 
concessions,” he said. “I can see 
no conclusive reason why we 
should: give Japan this advantage 
as far as the Philippines are con- 
cerned. We are worst off in every 
combatant vessel. We will find 
ourselves in insurmountable diffi- 
culties In the Far East. I do not 
mean we would love the war, but 
would have a hurd time winning 
it.”’ 

Both Chairman Hale and Sena- 
tor Oddie (Rep.) of Nevada, indi- 
cated they thought reservations to 
the treaty were necessary. 

No hasty action is expected, 
however, as the necessity for hur- 
ry has been removed by the adop- 
tion of a program under which 
the treaty #¥ill be taken up by the 
Senate at a special session. The 
proponenté of the pact are anx- 
jous, nevertheless, to bring the na- 
yal limitation agreement to a com- 
mittee vote and count on a large 
majority in favor of ratification. 

The hearings have developed a 
difference of opinion among the 
naval officers on the advisability 
of ratifying the treaty. Contrast- 
ing views were expressed on the 
comparative merits of eight-inch 
and six-inch gun cruisers. The pact 
limits the United States to 18 ves- 
sels of the former type and pro- 
vides for building up its fleet of 
the latter. 

In this, the foes of the treaty 
see a departure from accepted na- 
val construction policy. They hoid 
the eight-inch gun to be particu- 
larly suited to American needs. 
In addition| they are of the opin- 
ion that the treaty does not pro- 
vide for parity with Great Brit- 
ain, as contended by the admin- 
istration, and also assert that it 
gives Japan a cruiser ratio in ex- 
cess of the 6-3 ratio adopted for 
capital ships at the Washington 
conference,

CHRISTIANITY. By  Liewelyn 
Powys. (One Hour Series. J. B. 
Lippincott Company, $1.00) 

In “The Cradle of God” this dis- 
tinguished member of the Powys 
triumvirate traced the mystery and 
beauty which lingers, both in le- 
gend and atmosphere, around Pal- 
estine. In this little volume . he 
gives us a rather discursive sum- 
mary of Christianity; its origins, 
emergence, later manifestations 
and its value in the modern world. 
Beginning with a brief discussion 
on the ultimate origin of all’ re- 
ligious manifestations as psychic 
phenomena, Mr. Powys passes on 
to the early history and character- 
istics of the Jews. He pays par- 
ticular attention to the Messianic 
prophecies, a matter which teads 
to the main topic of the book: the 
Personality of Jesus. Froni here 
the story is that of the rise of 
Christianity, through Sst. Paui, 
Augustine, St. Thomas Aquinas, 
the Reformation, to modern times. 

However a list of the topics 
treated gives no adequate idea of 
the wealth of content‘in one -of 
Mr. Powys’ books. Perhaps the 
general tenor of the book cannot 
be better indicated than by giviitg 
a characteristic quotation. 7 

“* * * It is all but impossible to 
accustom our minds to a full com- 
prehension of humanity’s frenzied 
gift of self-deception. Nothing on 
the surface abides, nothing is con- 
stant. All is carried forward upon 
a stream of ‘change. Below ‘the 
sullen actuality of matter, below 
the balanced, suspended, floating 
thoughts of human speculation, be- 
low the involved solutions of our 
spiritual dilemmas, lies a poetry ut- 
terly void of participation. It isa
